a thorn in the flesh, the messenger 
of Satan to buffet me, lest I should 
be exalted above measure. For this 
thing I besought the Lord thrice, that 
it might depart from me. And He 
said unto me, My grace is sufficient 
for thee: for my strength is made per- 
fect in weakness. Most gladly there- 
fore will I rather glory in my infirm- 
ities, that the power of Christ may 
rest upon me. Therefore I take pleas- 
ure in tnrrmities, in reproaches, in 
necessities, in persecutions, in dis- 
tresses, for Christ’s sake: for when 
I am weak, then am I strong. 


These are the words of Paul, the 
apostle, to the Corinthian church, 
making known unto them wherein 
he glories. Though this was written 
to the church at Corinth it means just 
as much to God’s people in this pres- 
ent age. Paul was a man who had 
much to glory in, his very name Saul, 
signifying “sought after.” He was 
well versed in the law, being brought 
up at the feet of Gamaliel. Later he 
became one of the chief apostles, 
preaching the gospel of Christ with 
great effect; he was caught up to the 
third heaven, and by him many won- 
derful things were done. Yet here we 
find him glorying in infirmities and 
distresses that the power of Christ 
might rest upon him. 

Perilous times are indeed upon us. 
Winds of doctrine are sweeping thru 
the land; seducers are arising, even 


. from among us, teaching perverse doc- 


‘ttrines; the love of many is waxing 
cold because iniquity abounds with 
such power, and times are waxing 
worse and worse, proving beyond a 
doubt we are living in the last days. 
But regardless of the test, the text 
says, “My grace is sufficient for thee.” 
We must be able to say “not our will 
but thine be done,” before God will 
manifest His power to destroy the 
works of the devil. The Lord’s ways 
are always best and they alone satis- 
fy. He will give us our way if we so 
much desire it, but when we have had 
it we usually with bitterest regret 
and remorse confess God’s ways are 
best. 

The devil has many pitfalls along 
the way and every one is very neatly 
and cleverly disguised. When hunters 
are searching for big game in the 
jungles they dig pits across the 
trails, covering them over with leaves 
and brush until they cannot be dis- 
cerned from the solid ground.—When 
the prey steps upon this covering he 
falls into the trap and is easily taken 
captive. Satan works in this very 
way. He disguises himself as an an- 
gel of light and covers his pitfalls un- 
til they can hardly be detected, then 
as we pass along, unless we are very 
securely anchored in Christ Jesus, our 
Rock of ages, our refuge and strong 
tower, we will become Satan’s prey. 

Man is big game, God’s greatest 
creation, because in man rests the im- 
mortal soul. Satan is staking heavily 
on him. He is raging to wreck dam- 
nation on God’s Masterpiece. In the 
world are many wonderful works of 
art, masterpieces of great and wise 
men, but it is not for these he is seek- 
ing but for the handiwork of God 
that he might destroy it, thus thwart- 
ing the purpose the Creator had in 
view when He formed the world and 
all that is therein.

TEST

The title of this theme sounds very 
familiar to every one who gives any 
thought to the events of the day, for 
there are many kinds of endurance 
tests in these last few years. 

Notice the words of Jesus at Matt. 
10:22, “And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name’s sake: but he that 
endureth to the end shall be saved.” 

These words came from the lips of 
our Lord on the occasion when He 
was giving instruction to those who 
were to be sent out to preach the Gos- 
pel, and later became the charter 
members of the Church of God. The 
word “endure” might not seem to be 
of great importance, but I am_ per- 
suaded to think that it is, as those 
who receive the reward must “endure” 
hardship, persecution, and the hatred 
of men in order to be rewarded. 

Mr. Webster tells us that “endur- 


ance” means an act of enduring. 

‘We can see in the natural how many 
efforts have been put forth in “endur- 
ance tests.” People spend their time 
and money in order to win the reward 
that is offered. Lindbergh, in his 
ocean hop, caused a great excitement 
among a certain class of people; others 
have taken part in globe trotting, bar- 
rel setting, and fishing tests, and 
many more could be mentioned. Do 
these pay? I should say they do, in 
the natural. Those who “endure” to 
the end are rewarded, usually with 
money enough to make them comfort- 
able for life, of fame which causes 
the world to admire them. This is the 
case in the natural. Shall we, as those 
who have no continuing city but seek 
one to come, say with our Brother 
Paul, “I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus?” 

We all remember well when we 
were burdened with sin, shame and 
disgrace, and nothing ahead that was 
of any interest to us, Then it was that 
some one came along and told us that 
Jesus had said for us to find rest for 
our souls (“Take my yoke upon you,

HE IS ABLE TO SAVE TO THE 
UTTERMOST ALL THOSE WHO 





“Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto 


God by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make intercession for them.”—Heb. 
7:25. 


I am writing on this subject because 
I feel that the two classes of people 
who are anxious to know more about 
God to fully obey Him, need to more 
thoroughly understand His plan. 
Those who have been misfortunate 
and are not able to read and study the 
Bible and history are liable to err 
thru misunderstanding. The class who 
are able to inform themselves, as a 
general rule, read the books whose 
authors are unholy, and thereby their 
minds are poisoned to the real truth. 

These inquiries come from thou- 
sands of burdened hearts all thru the 
Church: What degree of piety is need- 
ed to assure acceptance with God? 
What is the believer’s privilege under 
the reign of Christ? To what extent 
have we the promise of being saved 
in this life? For an answer to such 
inquiries we must consult the Holy 
Scriptures and human experiences. If 
we are not warranted by the Word of 
God to look for entire deliverance 
from sin in this life it would be ab- 
surd for anyone to assume that he 
had experienced such a deliverance. 
And if no such deliverance has ever 
been experienced by believers, though 
earnestly sought, then of course we 
could not believe that such a thing 
was obtainable. But since thousands 
have been delivered and their lives 
have proven that they have been the 
recipients of this wonderful blessing, 
then we feel that we can rely on the 
Word of God. 


We are taught in the New Testa- 
ment that we may be saved complete- 
ly. Heb. 7:25. This Scripture signifies 
to the fartherest extent, to the deepest 
degree, and the most distant point. It 
has been affirmed that the term “ut- 
termost” has reference more to dura- 
tion than to completeness and that 
this view is sustained by the marginal 
reading—‘“evermore,” but the ablest 
expositors, as well as the new version, 
repudiate the marginal reading as mls- 
leading. Some of the best authorities 
assure us that the term “completely,” 
that is “perfectly,” brings out more 
fully the doctrine taught. Language 
insists that it means completely to the 
very consummation eis to penalties is 
erroneously referred to to them. The 
reference is not to saving always or 
for ever, but to His saving completely 
those that come unto Him, The per- 
petuity of His priesthood enables Him 
to carry through the salvation which 
He has commenced. He is able ever to 
save and He is able to save for ever, 
but this is not the meaning of the 
word. Blake has shown by very many 
instances that completeness is not 
duration in its idea as indeed its en- 
tomology would lead us to expect. 
Perfectly complete to the very end 
but without necessity in reference to 
them Christ is able to save in every 
way, in all respects and to the utter- 
most so that every want and need in 
all its breadth and depth is utterly 
done away with. The new version has 
expunged from the margin the word 
“evermore” and substituted “com- 
pletely” in its place which agrees with 
the views of the eminent commenta- 
tors. In fact, there is no word which 
more fully expresses the fullness of 
salvation. The divine ability is priv- 
ileged for a finished salvation, a com- 
plete work. It would seem then that 
ample provision has been made for our 
complete salvation. The only thing 
needed to secure such a deliverance 
is to come to God by Christ. Before 
attempting to define the doctrine it 
may be well to guard the reader 
against several errors over which 
many lost souls have stumbled. 

In considering this subject we are 
inclined to go to one of two extremes.

Either place the standard too high and 
by so doing turn hundreds of minds 
away from it as an impossibility, or 
place it too low and thus inspire ordi- 
nary believers no aspiration for its 
possession. If you would hit a mark 
you must know where if is. Some peo- 
ple aim at Christian perfection but 
mistake it for angelic perfection. They 
shoot above the mark and then peev- 
ishly give up their hopes. Others place 
the mark as much too low. Hence it 
is that you hear them profess to have 
attained Christian perfection when 
they have not so much as attained the 
needed serenity and the candor of a 
good natured consciousness. We place 
the mark too high when we make it 
consist of perfect conduct. Infallibility 
is not a fruit of grace. God alone is 
infallible. While human ideas of per- 
fection leave no margin for human 
mistakes and unadvoidable errors, di- 
vine ideals allow many to exist in con- 
nection with perfect love. A perfectly 
faultless being according to human 
judgment was never found among 
men. No person has yet lived of whom 
serious complaints were not made by 
someone. Not even the man _ Christ 
Jesus. In Him was no sin. He was 
“holy,” “harmless,” “undefiled,” ‘“sep- 
arated from sinners.” “In Him was 
no guile.” This is the divine estima- 
tion of the man but this is not the 
judgment formed and expressed with 
regard to the conduct by many among 
whom He lived, to whom He preached, 
and for whom He labored and died. 
They said, “He hath a devil,” He 
casts out devils by the prince of 
devils,” He was a “winebibber,” “Sab- 
bath breaker,” “disloyal to the govern- 
ment,” “ought to die.” Surely if they 
called the Master of the house Beelze- 
bub, we may expect that they will say 
some unhandsome things of His 
household. 


Job is a case in point. God declared 
that Job was a perfect man and asked 
Satan if he had considered that fact. 
Judging from the conduct of Satan 
it is fair to infer that he responded 
in the negative. He insisted that Job 
served God from selfish motives and 
if the things by which Job had been 
hedged about were moved he would 
cease to give evidence of the perfec- 
tion which had been attributed to 
him. When houses, flocks, herds, ser- 
vants, and children were all destroyed, 
Job, surveying the utter desolation, 
exclaimed, “The Lord giveth and the 
Lord taketh away. Blessed be the 
name of the Lord.” Satan returned to 
the attack and insisted that though 
Job’s earthly possessions were gone 
his selfishness was manifested in his 
care of his person and that should 
God touch his flesh he would curse 
Him to His face. Satan was allowed 
to do his worst without taking his 
life. Job’s suffering was almost be- 
yond human conception and «uite be- 
yond buman endurance, fut in the 
midst of his deepest physical suffer- 
ing and mental sorrow, without earth- 
ly comfort or human sympathy, with 
the face of God and man seemingly 
against him he looked up confidently 
and exclaimed, “Though he slay me 
yet will I trust him.” Finally Job’s 
integrity is vindicated in the declara- 
tion—In all this Job sinned not nor 
charged God foolishly. But with all 
this history before us and God’s dec- 
laration with regard to Job’s charac- 
ter, it will not be difficult to find any 
number of people who are ready to 
declare that Job was not perfect. Our 
only answer is that Satan affirms the 
same thing and God who knows the 
heart denied it. Human estimation of 
perfection differs. It would seem from 
the divine man judges from the out- 
ward appearance, God judges by the 
heart. It is a matter of devout grati- 
tude to our heavenly Father that

Jude in his general epistle, third 
verse, says: It was needful for me to 
write unto you, and exhort you that 
ye should EARNESTLY CONTEND 
FOR THE FAITH WHICH WAS

Doctrine Vs Wind 
Of Doctrine 


Many logical Winds are 
Blowing But We Can 
Know The Truth

“If any man will do his will, he 
shall know of the doctrine.” John 7:17. 
“That we henceforth be no more chil- 
dren, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, by 
the sleight of men, and cunning craft- 
iness, whereby they lie in wait to de 
ceive.” Eph. 4:14. 

One of the outstanding aspects of 
the church today is the probability 
of its members being influenced by the 
many theories and hypothetical argu- 
ments of men who have the appear- 
ance of scriptural teaching but in 
reality is nothing more than the 
“wind of doctrine.” Too many who 
profess to be teachers are guessing 
at what the Scripture teaches and 
presumptuously propagate their the- 
ories as Bible doctrine. 





The wind of doctrine is traveling 
at a great velocity in these last days, 
and there is danger of many precious 
souls being swept from their moor- 
ings. Erroneous teaching is flooding 
the country and infusing the minds 
of honest people to such an extent 
that many have become confused and 
disagreed on the simple truths of 
God’s Word. The Bible is very simple 
in its teaching, but it has been mys- 
tified and misconstrued by erroneous 
teaching until many honest people are 
perplexed about “The Doctrine.” 


The most essential thing for every 
honest man or woman to do at this 
critical period of time is that which 
guarantees spiritual understanding. 
“If any man will do his (God’s) will 
he shall know of the doctrine.” The 
text is a simple statement from our 
Lord and shows that deep consecra- 
tion and conformity to the will of 
God are safeguards against delusion 
and serve as an anchor when the 
stormy wind of doctrine is furious. 
Doing the will of God is the key to 
spiritual knowledge; therefore, every- 
one who desires to know the truth 
should be wholly resigned to His 
“good and perfect will.” Doctrine vs 
wind of doctrine should be our motto 
in these times of peril when so many 
are being tossed to and fro by the 
howling winds of doctrine and dogmas 
of the present day. 


There is much propaganda in these 
days concerning prophecy, especially 
that of the second coming of Jesus to 
set up His kingdom on the earth. This 
important doctrine has become a tar- 
get at which many are shooting; but 
since they shoot so wild and miss the 
mark so far, it is evident that some- 
body is guessing about the time of 
this glorious event. The Bible declares 
that “no prophecy of the Scripture is: 
of any private interpretation.” There- 
fore, we do not have to guess about 
the second coming of Jesus nor look 
to any theory or hypothesis on the 
subject. Some have measured time, 
fixed dates, and even gone so far as: 
to tell us that Jesus has already come. 
But such guessing doesn’t effect those 
who are doing the will of God for they 
“shall know of the doctrine.” 

The International Bible students 
claim that Jesus came in 1914 and 
that we are now in the Millennium. 
Some propagandist say He will come 
in 1932, some in 1934 and others that 
in 1936 is the time for that great 
event. The “Times of the Gentiles” it 
is claimed ended in 1914 or 1917 
which would virtually mean that the 
Gentile age has closed and the king- 
dom or millennial age begun, as the 
close of one age marks the beginning 
of another. This claim is based on a 
measurement of time beginning with 
the captivity of Judah under Nebu- 
chadnezzar and extending to A. D. 
1914 or probably 1917. It is argued 
that this was the alloted time for 
Gentile supremacy and therefore the 
“times of the Gentiles” have ended. 
All such claims are presumptuous, 
and when propagated is nothing more 
than a wind storm of human reason 
that should only be regarded as the

sin, in fact, who was without sin could 
be tempted in all points like as we 
are, if He could suffer being tempted, 
then there is no inconsistency in af- 
firming that we may be holy yet be 
tempted. It is not necessary that we 
have sin in the heart in order to be 
tempted any more than that Jesus 
should have sin in His heart in order 
to be tempted. The world and Satan 
still remain to oppose though the old 
man, the carnal man, is destroyed. We 
place the mark too high when we 
insist that if attained its possessor 
can never fall. The question has often 
been asked, How can one fall in whom 
is no sin? We may not be able to an- 
swer the question satisfactorily, never- 
theless the stern fact meets us that 
such an event has transpired. Holy 
beings have sinned and fallen and 
what has happened may be again. 
Holy angels kept not their first estate 
but ‘were cast down to hell, our first 
parents were holy and yet they sinned 
and fell. These are the facts that 
overturn all opposing theories. Entire 
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than to have them both within and 
without. Salvation is by faith from 
first to last and he who stands all 
must stand by faith. 

Having considered briefly this as- 
pect of the subject, let us examine the 
other extreme in which it is placed 
too low. We are about as liable to fall 
in error in one direction as the other. 
We place the mark too low when we 
make it to consist simply in freedom 
from committed sin. It is thought 
that we can never be saved from 
committed sins, meaning voluntary 
sins, sins known to be sins at the time 
they are committed. Surely this can 
never be for “he that committeth sin 
is of the devil” and “he that is born 
of God sinneth not.” “In this,” viz, 
that one sins and the other does not, 
“the children of God are manifest,” 
says St. John, “and the children of 
the devil.” This means habitual sin- 
ning, says one. No it does not say 
habitual sinning, but simply “Com- 
mitteth sin.” Freedom from commit- 
ting sin belongs to the justified be- 
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liever. No man can retain his justifi- 
cation and commit sin. Entire sancti- 
fication is far in advance of mere 
freedom from the voluntary, commis- 
sion of sin. This is too low a standard 
for entire sanctification. It is placed 
too low again when it Is made to con- 
sist of simply freedom from condem- 
nation. Freedom from condemnation 
is regarded by many as equivalent to 
freedom from depravity, and persons 
who make such a profession are re 
garded as holy sanctified. This is a 
low idea of heart purity. Freedom 
from condemnation belongs to the jus- 
tified state. “There is, therefore, no 
condemnation,” says Paul, “to them 
who are in Christ Jesus.” No man is 
a Christian who is not in Christ Jesus 
and no man who is in Christ Jesus is 
condemned. It follows that freedom 
from condemnation is a normalstate of

DOCTRINE VS WIND 
OF DOCTRINE

uncertain source. It is only the hypo- 
thetical arguments of men and should 
not be accepted as Bible doctrine. 

The institution known as the Inter- 
national Bible Students is flooding 
the country with literature that denies 
the personal second coming of Christ. 
They claim that His second coming 
is only in spirit and that He came in 
that manner in 1914. They are logical 
in their arguments and claim to go 
into the depth of prophecy; but their 
logic is only a fabrication and when 
it is placed beside the inspired Word 
of God rightly divided, it cannot 
stand, It is unscriptural to undertake 
to measure time and fix dates for Je- 
sus to come or for the “times of the 
Gentiles” to close because the Word 
of God does not specify any set time 
for either event. 

One peculiarity of the Bible is that 
it was written without dates; there- 
fore, the time between scriptural ev- 
ents cannot be correctly measured. 
The dates found in the margin of the 

sible were placed there by the trans- 
lators and cannot be depended on for 
reckoning time between the events of 
prophecy. The Lord could have in- 
spired the writers of the Bible to give 
correct dates, but as He did not and 
the original manuscript was without 
dates, it is evident that it was not His 
purpose to reveal the exact time for 
future events. The prophets foretold 
the birth of Christ and even made 
known the place where He would be 
born, but none of them set any date 
for His birth. The same is true of His 
second coming. Much is said of what 
He will do when He comes and even 
the place where He will descend and 
the manner in which He will come 
is revealed, but the exact time of His 
coming is known only to God. The 
Holy Ghost has frequently spoken of 
the second coming of Jesus since the 
“latter rain” has been falling but it 
is significant to note that all the 
Spirit says about the time of that 
event is that He is coming soon. To 
know that Jesus is coming soon is 
sufficient knowledge on the subject 
to keep us watching for Him. To go 
beyond the work of the Holy Ghost 
and set dates for that event or to 
claim that He has already come and 
that the “times of the Gentiles” have 
ended is too much for men to under- 
take. 

It is true that Gentile supremacy 
began when Nebuchadnezzar was 
made world ruler and carried the Jews 
into captivity; but as the Bible was 
written without dates, we do not 
know the correct date when Gentile 
Supremacy began. This being true, it 
would be impossible to correctly say 
when the “times of the Gentiles” 
would close for there must be a defi- 
nite starting point to determine a defi- 
nite end. One thing we can be sure of 
is that the Gentile age has not come 
to a close for the Scripture proves 
that the “times of the Gentiles” will 
continue until the rapture of the 
church. 





When the Jews rejected Christ, God 
visited the Gentiles, “to take out of 
them a people for his name.” (See 
Acts 15:13-16). We notice the Syriac 
New Testament reads as_ follows: 
“God hath begun to elect a people for 
his name from among the Gentiles.” 
Acts 15:14. The elect of the Old Tes- 
tament was Israel, but the elect of the 
new dispensation is the Church of 
God. Therefore, the people that God 
is electing from among the Gentiles 
is His church. When the church is 
complete, it will be presented to Christ 
at His appearing and the “times of 
the Gentiles” will end and God will 
return to the Jews and deal with 
them as a nation. (See Acts 15:16). 
When the “times of the Gentiles” 
come to a close God will begin to deal 
with the Jews thru the person of the 
Antichrist by whom He will chastise 
them till they accept Christ. It is true 
that the Jews are returning to Pales- 
tine under a mandate signed by the 
League of Nations, but that doesn’t 
mean that the “times of the Gentiles” 
have ended for the Jews are still 
under Gentile supremacy. 

God is still gathering out of the 
Gentiles a people for His name and 
will continue to do so until the church 
is presented to Christ at His appear- 
ing which will be the beginning of His 
second coming of which no man knows 
neither the day nor hour. 

“Watch therefore, for ye know nei- 
ther the day nor the hour wherein the 
Son of man cometh.” Matt. 25:13. The 
word “cometh” as used in this con- 
nection was taken from a Greek word 
that means to enter or appear. It is 
a modification of the word come and 
includes both aspects of the second ad- 
vent of our Lord. It is true that the 
second coming. of Jesus is divided in- 
to the aspects known as His appear- 
ing and rapture of the church and 
His final descent to earth to estab- 
lish His kingdom. When Jesus appears 
in midair and the church is caught up 
to meet Him, His second coming then 
begins but will not be complete un- 
til He comes down to earth and all 
the raptured saints with Him. The ex- 
act time of this event is unknown to 
us in both of its aspects for Jesus said, 
“Ye know neither the day nor hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh.” The 
Holy Ghost testifies that He is com- 
ing soon and that should satisfy the 
mind of everyone as to the time He 
will come. The Spirit and the Word 
agree, and in speaking of the sign of 
His coming, Jesus said, When Ye shall 
see all these things, know that it is 
near, even at the doors.” Matt, 24:33. 
“These things” that Jesus spoke of are 
obvious in the world today, and by 
these and the testimony of the Holy 
Ghost we know that Jesus is coming 
soon but we know not the day nor 
hour, and I will not attempt to say 
in what year He will come. 

“But of the times (years) and sea- 
sons, brethren, ye have no need that 
I write unto you. For yourselves know 
exactly that the day of the Lord so 
cometh as a thief in the night.” 
1 Thess. 5:1-2. In this quotation we 
find that the time for the “day of the 
Lord” to begin is a profound secret 
for it “cometh as a thief in the night.” 
The word “cometh” in this statement 
comes from the same Greek word that 
was used in the statement of Jesus in 
Matt. 25:13 concerning the time of His 
second coming. It signifies that the 
time of the entering or beginning of 
the day of the Lord is unknown, but 
that it will be a well known event 
after it begins.

One meaning of the Greek verb 
translated to sin is to miss the mark. 
Jesus is our example. If we fail to 
reach that divine standard, if we 
“miss the mark,” we sin. Sin includes 
transgression, an overstepping of the 
law, the divine boundary between 
good and evil; iniquity, an act inher- 
ently wrong, wnether expressly for- 
bidden or not; error, a departure from 
right; tresspass, the intrusion of self- 
will into the sphere of divine author- 
ity; lawlessness, or spiritual anarchy; 
and unbelief, or an insult to divine 
veracity. It is “high treason” against 
the very throne of God and of the 
moral order of His universe, 


Sin originated with Lucifer, the 
chief musician of heaven, when he was 
filled with pride, saying, “I will exalt 
my throne above the stars of God; I 
will sit also upon the mount of the 
congregation, I will be like the most 
High,” as recorded in Isa. 14: 13-14. 
His name was then changed to Satan, 
or the devil, he was cast from heaven, 
and at his first chance he caused the 
first inhabitants of the earth to sin. 
And how did he approach them? Did 
he affirm what God had said about 
their dying if they ate of the forbid- 
den fruit? No. He made them doubt 
the Word of God. Because this plan 
worked so well in that case, he con- 
tinued, and still continues to use it. 
He, through his workers, pares and 
trims and makes exceptions and al- 
lowances with the Bible, causing some 
to consider it only a book of myths and 
exaggerations. And since it is impos- 
sible to escape the arguments of the 
devil let us learn to weild the Sword 
of the Spirit, which is the Word of 
God, that we can cut him off with 
“Thus saith the Lord.” 


Sins were, and are, universal, Christ 
alone excepted. It has no remedy but 
in the substitutionary death of Christ. 
And what return does our Savior ask 
for redemption accomplished at such 
an infinite cost? That we should 
come to the mercy-seat with broken 
hearts, confessing sin, weakness, and 
need, and with faith in His power to 
hear us; that we become His obedient 
servants, rather than Satan’s, loving 
one another and bringing forth the 
fruits of the Spirit. Thanks be unto 
God for His great mercy! 

Sin is in a progressive stage. That 
crime increases from year to year is 
plain; and not only crime but sins 
that so-called (and I repeat very em- 
phatically so-called) moral persons 
commit become more numerous, and 
reach further extremes every day. A 
few years ago we thought of jazz only 
in connection with music. Today we 
have jazz in dress, jazz in religion, 
jazz in everything. In fact, sin is pro- 
gressing at such a rapid rate that it 
will soon reach its destiny “where the 
beast and the false prophets are.” 

There are various disastrous results 
of sin. One of them is death, for “the 
soul that sinneth, it shall die.” Anoth- 
er is absence from God. Just as liter- 
ally as Adam and Eve were expelled 
from the presence of God when they 
sinned, so are we today. Sin also 
causes the loss of the image of God. 
Adam and Eve were made in His 
image; but every day we see their de- 
scendents whose countenances are so 
marred by the effects of sin that no 
resemblance of their Creator is left. 
We see others whose expressions shine 
with the very glory of God. And these 
are the ones whose sins are under the 
blood. 

And one other result of sin: It is 
the dread for the presence of God. Be- 
fore Adam and Eve sinned, how they 
longed for the hour that brought, not 
merely their Creator, but even their 
Father. But after they disobeyed Him, 
what a change! The desire of their 
hearts was that God would never re 
turn. Thus it is with the people of the 
modern world. Sinners ask, “Where 
is the promise of His coming?” and, 
like Adam and Eve, wish that Christ 
would never come. But true Chris- 
tians are saying from the depths of 
their hearts, “O Lord, how long must 
we wait? We pray thee, hasten the 
time of thy return. 

Sin is an act, the violating of, or 
failing to obey the revealed will of 
God; a state, absence from righteous- 
ness; and a nature, enmity toward
